A PLAINTIFF WHO SHOCKED HIS 
ATTORNEY 


A lawyer of our acquaintance related a 
novel experience that he recently had in the 
trial of a case. The plaintiff, an elderly 
man, quite deaf but very obstinate, was be- 
ing examined by his attorney and, after testi- 
fying as to the damage to his car, was asked 
by his attorney to testify as to his personal 
injuries. As the old man did not hear him, 
he asked his attorney to repeat the question. 
His attorney shouted, “Now tell about your 
personal injuries.” The old man replied “Oh, 
yes! but I don’t want any money for my per- 
sonal injuries; I wasn’t hurt very much.” 
The attorney, somewhat dismayed but never- 
theless bent on recovering damages for per- 
sonal injuries, shouted to his client, “But you 
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went to a doctor and he strapped your chest 
with adhesive tape, and you have had back- 
aches and headaches!” The plaintiff then 
shouted back at his attorney, “Yes, I know, 
but I don’t want any money for personal in- 
juries.” Needless to say, the plea of con- 
tributory negligence had little effect and our 
deaf friend obtained a judgment for the full 
damage to his car.

WILFUL OR WANTON CONDUCT 


Courts throughout the country have often 
had occasion to consider what constitutes 
wanton negligence and wilful conduct. It 
has been our experience that juries will award 
the plaintiff just about as large a verdict in 
a suit wherein he seeks to recover damages 
for simple negligence as they will in a suit 
containing a count bottomed on wilful or 
wanton conduct on the part of the defendant. 
Counsel for plaintiffs, generally speaking, 
prefer that their cases go to the jury not 
only on the simple negligence count but also 
on the wilful or wanton count, inasmuch as 
simple negligence on the part of the plaintiff 
which proximately contributes to his own in- 
juries and damages is not a bar to his re- 
covery for wilful or wanton conduct on the 
part of the defendant. When the case is sub- 
mitted to the jury on both counts, the jury 
may conclude, after hearing the charges of 
the court, that the plaintiff’s negligence, if 
any, does not bar him from recovering, and 
as plaintiff is usually an individual and the 
defendant often is a corporation, and as the 
jurors know or strongly suspect that the de- 
fendant is protected by insurance, they fre- 
quently resolve all doubts in favor of the 
plaintiff and bring in a verdict which they 
themselves would like to obtain if they hap- 
pened to be in the same position as the plain- 
tiff. 

Trial judges have been inclined to leave to 
the jury the question of wanton or wilful 
conduct on the part of the defendant, and 
the appellate courts have generally aided and 
abetted this state of affairs. 
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The Supreme Court of Alabama, however, 
rather shocked your Editor recently in two 
cases, not yet reported, by holding that the 
trial court committed reversible error in per- 
mitting the cases to go to the jury on the 
wanton count. 


In Law v. Saks the court stated that plain- 
tiff was driving over the crest of a hill and 
saw the defendant’s car approaching her 
about 125 feet from the point of impact and 
about 2 feet over the imaginary center line 
of the street, that the collision occurred in 
broad daylight, and that there was no evi- 
dence of excessive speed or heavy traffic. 
After pointing out that the mental state of 
the tortfeasor is the criterion of wantoness, 
the court held that there was no evidence 
“justifying a reasonable inference that the 
defendant on this occasion, with reckless in- 
difference to consequences, consciously and 
intentionally did a wrongful act or omitted 
some known duty which produced the in- 
jury.” 

In Birmingham Electric Company v. Tur- 
ner, which was a personal injury suit by a 
passenger of an automobile against the street 
car company, the trial court submitted the 
case to the jury on both the simple negligence 
and wanton counts, and a verdict was ren- 
dered in favor of the plaintiff. According to 
the court’s statement of the facts, the plain- 
tiffs car was traveling downgrade and the 
street car was proceeding upgrade; a car 
parked on the plaintiff’s right suddenly pulled 
out from the curb, causing the driver of plain- 
tiff’s car to run onto the street car tracks in 
front of the approaching street car; there 
was evidence that prior to the accident the 
motorman was looking to his right and not 
observing the traffic ahead of him; the motor- 
man had been in the service of the street car 
company a long time as a motorman and knew 
that the street in question at the point of 
collision is “a muchly used thoroughfare”; 
he admitted in his answers to interrogatories 
that the street is “heavily traveled and no 
doubt there were other vehicles at or near the 
scene of the accident.” In holding that there 
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was error in submitting the wanton count to 
the jury, the Court declared: 


“Tt is admitted that failure to keep a 
proper lookout is negligence, but wanton- 
ness cannot be established unless it is 
shown that the motorman knew that the 
place was one where people passed in such 
numbers that it was likely or probable that 
persons or vehicles would be passing on, 
upon or over the tracks.” 


This discussion is inspired by the increased 
number of guest cases in states which have 
guest statutes limiting recovery to wilful and 
wanton conduct on the part of the driver. 

Since contributory negligence of the plain- 
tiff will defeat his right to recover on ac- 
count of the defendant’s negligence, it logi- 
cally follows that wanton conduct on the 
part of the plaintiff should defeat his recovery 
for the defendant’s wanton conduct. For 
example, if a guest and his host go out in a 
car, spend the evening together drinking and 
carousing, and as a result of the intoxica- 
tion of the driver an accident occurs and the 
guest is injured, it is reasonable that the 
guest should not be allowed to recover. As 
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the courts in most states have refused to 
recognize wanton conduct on the part of a 
plaintiff as a bar to his recovery for wanton 
conduct on the part of the defendant, it ap- 
pears that, if the situation is to be remedied, 
it will have to be remedied by legislation 
similar to the guest statutes.

HEN one can’t solve a problem, one 

may: deny its existence; propose in- 
effective solutions; oppose all solutions; or 
pass the “buck” to someone else to solve it. 
The casualty insurance business and its at- 
torneys during the past fifteen years have 
been jumping from one to another of these 
alternatives and back again on the problem 
of the uncompensated victim of automobile 
accidents. The reason for this may well be 
that this is a social problem not strictly an 
insurance or legal problem. We deal with 
the two latter types of problems fairly rapidly 
and, by and large, fairly efficiently. Our 
social engineering and social statesmanship, 
however, leave not a little to be desired. We 
seem to lack the imagination, the ingenuity 
and the daring so essential for success in this 
broader field. The author being one of the 
accused as well as the accuser does not claim 
these virtues. His object is rather to awaken 
to action such latent and potential virtues of 
his more gifted brethren in the legal profes- 
sion and the insurance fraternity. 


The problem is that of the uncompensated 
victim of automobile accidents. The only 
reason this is a social problem rather than 
an individual or family misfortune is because 
of the large number of such victims. The 
sum of these personal and family catastrophes 
equals a social cancer calling for mass treat- 
ment, probably general legislation, rather than 
individual treatment. When viewed in this 
way it is quite apparent that unaided the 
common law doctrine of responsibility for 
fault has not solved and cannot solve the 
problem. I am not now saying that this 
doctrine is totally worthless in evolving a 
solution, though this may be so, I am merely 
pointing out that even though these victims 
were all at fault and the others involved in 
the accidents entirely free from blame, or if 
these facts were reversed, that the social 
problem would still remain. 


Let us now briefly canvass the proposed 
solutions to this problem. The proposal 
which has come closest to actually solving 
the problem is compulsory automobile liability 
insurance as enacted in Massachusetts and 
some foreign countries and proposed else- 





where. The reason for its success is ap- 
parent: it has reduced the number of such 
uncompensated victims more than any other 
plan. Under it all motorists, broadly speak- 
ing, are through the medium of insurance 
financially responsible, and in most cases one 
victim or group of victims is paid. In some 
cases no one is paid because of contributory 
negligence or unavoidable accident; in other 
cases, where the question of liability is close, 
both sides involved may be paid a reasonable 
amount because the insuring companies fear 
taking the chance of a jury awarding a larger 
amount. But the net result is the number 
of uncompensated victims is so small that 
the problem ceases to be a social one. It is 
alleged that this plan creates other problems 
which are as great as the one it attempts to 
solve, and there can be no doubt that it is 
no perfect solution. 


The proposal most popular with insurance 
companies and legislatures is the so-called 
Financial Responsibility Law. The plan, in 
effect, requires insurance of automobile op- 
erators who are classified as dangerous for 
one reason or another. As a social measure 
its success and the success of the principle 
of compulsory insurance which has been ap- 
plied to trucks, taxicabs and other commer- 
cial vehicles appears to be dependent upon 
the percentage of all drivers it compels, either 
directly or indirectly, to insure. As the per- 
centage of insured drivers goes up the per- 
centage of uncompensated victims goes down. 


All of the foregoing plans retain unchang- 
ed the common law doctrine of fault as a 
basis of liability. Two major proposals have 
been made which discard this doctrine. One 
proposal goes the whole distance and would 
substitute a compensation plan similar to the 
Workmen’s Compensation Laws to cover all 
personal injuries caused by automobile ac- 
cidents, while the other would just apply to 
the medical and hospital expenses growing 
out of such injuries. The first plan received 
its impetus from a study made at Columbia 
University (“Report of the Committee to 
study Compensation for Automobile Acci- 
dents to the Columbia University Council for 
Research in the Social Sciences,’ headed by 
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Shippen Lewis, 1928-1932); the second has 
been embodied in the Medical Payments En- 
dorsements and policies now being offered by 
most of the leading casualty insurance com- 
panies in the country. 


It would be very easy to show that the 
social problem created by automobile acci- 
dents today parallels in many respects the 
social problem created by industrial accidents 
thirty years ago. We heard then, as we hear 
today, considerable talk about the hardships 
imposed upon injured persons and their de- 
pendents, about interminable delays in the 
trial of damage suits, about outmoded rules 
of legal liability and evidence, about inflated 
lawyers’ and doctors’ fees. We were told 
then that the cost of human lives and bodies 
was as legitimate a charge against industry 
as cost of raw materials and machines; we 
might well be told today that such cost is as 
legitimate a charge against the motoring pub- 
lic as gasoline and oil. It would seem then 
rather logical to prescribe the same remedy, 
namely: liability regardless of fault; a pre- 
scribed schedule of benefits; and an adminis- 
trative tribunal to obtain speedy application 
of the law. As mentioned before the result 
of the Columbia University study was just 
such a proposal; but, when applied to the 
automobile accident problem, it seems to be 
open to three valid objections: 


1. Since there is no employee-employer 
relationship involved and thus no easily 
ascertainable monetary basis for benefits, 
the difficulties of arriving at reasonable 
and fair benefits and of controlling im- 
proper and excessive awards become very 
great. 

2. The cost of a fair and adequate plan, 
even when averaged by means of insurance, 
may well be greater than the automobile 
owning public can pay, particularly be- 
cause this cost as respects most of the 
motoring public cannot be shifted as in- 
dustry shifted its cost to the consuming 
public. 

3. The ability of lay administrative 
agencies to best dispense substantial justice 
and adjudicate conflicting claims may well 
be questioned. 


The first two objections are probably met 
by the proposal to restrict any compensation 
plan imposing liability regardless of fault to 
medical and hospital benefits as the insurance 
companies are doing today. Medical charges 
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are not hard to determine and the rates 
charged for such insurance today indicates 
the cost would not be too great. It would 
seem obvious, however, that while medical 
and hospital charges are an important, pro- 
bably the most important, part of the dam- 
ages inflicted by automobile accidents, any 
plan must not stop here if it would solve the 
social problem involved. The third objec- 
tion mentioned above will be discussed in 
connection with a possible solution of the rest 
of the problem. 

There are at least five complaints, with 
some foundation, commonly made against the 
present plan of adjudicating claims arising 
out of automobile accidents: 


1. It takes too long to reach cases for 
trial. 

2. It takes too long to try such cases 
when reached. 

3. It costs the state too much for juries, 
courts and other costs, and attorneys must 
or do take too large a share of the amounts 
collected. 

4. Under it, juries are liable to swing 
too far one way or the other without 
adequate cause. 

5. Common law rules of liability, dam- 
ages and evidence are not suited to the 
determination of automobile accident cases. 


No doubt there are those who would claim 
that an administrative tribunal patterned 
after recent creations of that species would 
answer all of these complaints. Perhaps it 
would, but possibly it would create other com- 
plaints of an even more fundamental nature 
concerning the administration of justice. 

It would seem that the administrative 
tribunals which have more nearly approx- 
imated the courts in temperament and funda- 
mental approach, as distinguished from pro- 
cedural technique, are the ones which have 
done the best job. One of the greatest vir- 
tues claimed for administrative agencies is 
their ability to bring expertness in a particular 
field to bear on individual cases. Where, I 
wonder, will we be able to find better experts 
on automobile accidents than in our great 
state trial courts throughout the country that 
have been trying these cases for years? 
Would it be possible to utilize this vast reser- 
voir of expert knowledge, experience, judicial 
training and temperament in an Adminis- 
strative Automobile Court under a statute 
giving such a court the scope and freedom 
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of action of a modern-day administrative 
agency? Give these men a new law of liabil- 
ity for personal injuries, and possibly prop- 
erty damage, that sets up definite standards 
of conduct on the highways in place of the 
common law generalization of due care. Can 
it be doubted that from the years of exper- 
ience with hundreds of thousands of acci- 
dents that such standards are possible of as- 
certainment? Give them a definite schedule 
of damages or at least maximum and mini- 
mum limits. Give them rules of pleading 
and practice that will rival the administrative 
agencies’ practices in their simplicity and 
flexibility. Give them rules of evidence 
which permit the use of all pertinent infor- 
mation which will aid in adjudication and 
trust their judical training and temperament 
to disregard the irrelevant and prejudicial. 
Free them from the shackles of a jury “good 
men and true” right enough, but ofttimes 
chosen for their ignorance and prejudice, 
rather than their knowledge and _ judicial 
temperament. Do these things and “judicial 
supremacy” may well be restored. If the re- 
vision of rules of liability, evidence and dam- 
ages are sufficient to create entirely new 
“rights” in place of the old common law 
“causes of action,” probably under the police 
power such laws would be constitutional even 
though not granting a jury trial. If this 
is not so, either amend the constitutions or 
cut juries down to two or three members and 
give the judge a right to vote on the jury and 
the right to order a new trial if the verdict 
is contrary to the weight of the evidence. 

Perhaps a right of appeal could be given 
to be heard by an appellate division of such 
an Administrative Automobile Court consist- 
ing of three, five or seven of such judges, 
corresponding to the right of appeal from the 
decision of a single member to the full board 
of an administrative tribunal. Any further 
appeal would be on the law only so long as 
there was substantial evidence for the find- 
ings of fact. Such a court could also adju- 
dicate the rather simple and probably infre- 
quent cases arising under the law previously 
suggested imposing liability for medical and 
hospitalization regardles of fault. It might 
be that a schedule of such charges should be 
prescribed in order to achieve ease and uni- 
formity of application. 


Under such a plan and also under the 
medical payments plan the cost must of neces- 
sity be spread and financial responsibility 
must be secured through some form of com- 
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pulsory insurance in order to solve our prob- 
lem of reducing to a minimum the number 
of uncompensated victims. If, however, the 
pitfalls of the present Massachusetts plan for 
the making of insurance rates, the determina- 
tion of insurability and exemptions from the 
act were avoided, it seems likely that this 
would present no insolvable problems. Ex- 
perience demonstrates that it is easier to 
avoid these pitfalls at the inception of a plan 
than it is to eliminate them at a later date. 


Obviously the foregoing is merely a rough 
outline and tremendous research and study 
is needed to fill in the gaps. It is easy to 
say “definite standards of conduct on the 
highways,” “schedules of damages” and 
“new rules of evidence,” but quite a difficult 
thing to draft them. This knowledge was the 
basis for the introductory statement that the 
object of this article was to awaken to action 
the ingenuity and imagination of the insur- 
ance bar. Perhaps none of the suggested 
avenues of approach are sound and entirely 
new trails must be blazed. Perhaps com- 
pensation (by which I mean access to com- 
pulsory insurance for payment) should be 
granted or denied on some basis of status 
such as automobile operators, guest occupants, 
pedestrians, etc. Perhaps standards of care 
can be divided into more than one level with 
different scales of damages for the different 
levels. Perhaps compensation, as above de- 
fined, does not cover a sufficient number of 
the cases to make it a real solution. But of 
this much we may be certain, we are faced 
with a fundamental and important social 
problem and the solutions adopted and pro- 
posed to date do not appear to be adequate. 
If this article does nothing more than stim- 
ulate thinking along new lines rather than 
encourage re-argument of old proposals, it 
will have served its purpose. 

The legal-insurance profession have not 
only a great interest but a great stake in the 
solution of this problem. Probably the sur- 
est way to eliminate this interest and destroy 
the stake is to try and solve the problem in 
a selfish way rather than in the general public 
interest. Regardless of the unlikelihood of 
this coming about, perhaps we should con- 
sider the feasibility of submitting this prob- 
lem for solution to a group which cannot 
even be accused of having such an interest 
or stake. Two or three such groups might 
be considered: 1. The American Judica- 
ture Society whose purpose is, “To Promote 
the Efficient Administration of Justice;” 2. 
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One of the great foundations such as the 
Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of 
Learning; or 3. The American Law Institute 
whose object “to promote the clarification 
and simplification of the law and its better 
adaptation to social needs, to secure the bet- 
ter administration of justice and to carry on 
scholarly and scientific legal work,” clearly 
embraces such a subject. If such submission 
was deemed desirable, probably a grant of 
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money should be made to finance the studies. 
Obviously, no qualifications with respect to 
a solution could be made if the group selected 
has sufficient standing and integrity to make 
its recommendations of real value. 


No one can doubt the intelligence, the 
ability or the integrity of the insurance bar. 
The only questions are: “Is it on the right 
track?” and “Will it get there in time?” 


Is a Contractor’s Surety Liable for Unpaid Premiums on Work- 
men’s Compensation and Public Liability Policies Executed 
for the Contractor by Another Company?

HE above question is one which has been 

giving the Legal and Claim Departments 
of Surety Companies some uneasiness for the 
past twenty or twenty-five years. 

An insurance company which has executed 
workmen’s compensation and liability policies 
for a contractor and which has not been paid 
the premium, usually takes the position, since 
the contract could not have been carried on 
without the above insurance policies, it is 
only fair and just that the contractor’s surety 
should be made to pay the premiums due. 

The matter has been brought before the 
Courts of last resort of the several States 
from time to time and it might be of interest 
to review some of the decisions. 

The first case which has been called to 
my attention is that of Garrett v. Dodson, 
decided in 1917 by the Texas Circuit Court 
of Appeals and reported in 199 S. W. Rep. 
675. 

This case, however, is a little different 
from the usual case presented to the surety 
today, in that the contractor defaulted on 
his contract and the obligee took over and 
completed same. 

The original contract provided the con- 
tractor was to maintain insurance on the 
work in his own name and in the name of the 
owner, against loss by fire, lightning, cyclone 
or other casualties and was to carry liability 
insurance. 

The obligee, a church, made claim against 
the surety on the contractor’s bond for 
premiums paid by it on fire, cyclone and 
liability policies, said premiums being only 


for the time during which the obligee was 
completing the building. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals rightfully 
held, under these circumstances, the surety 
liable and that the expense of these premiums 
was a legitimate expense incurred by the 
obligee in finishing the contract. 

There seems to be no dispute as to this 
and all surety companies when they take over 
and complete a contract pay without question 
premiums on fire, workmen’s compensation 
or public liability policies carried after the 
default of the original. contractor and until 
the completion of the contract. 

In 1920 the Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts had occasion to pass on the 
main question at issue in the case of the 
Bay State Dredging & Contracting Company 
v. W. H. Ellis & Sons, et al, which case is 
reported in 126 N. E. Rep. 980. 

The Court held “claim for premiums on 
an insurance liability policy issued to the 
contractor for a public work, is not for labor 
or material furnished thereon, and is not 
within Rev. Laws C-6 Sec. 77, providing that 
officers or agents who contract for the Com- 
monwealth for such work shall obtain security 
for the payment by the contractor and sub- 
contractors for labor performed and furnished 
and materials used.” 

The Supreme Court of Wisconsin in 1924 
in the case of Building Contractors, Ltd. 
Mutual Liability Insurance Company v. 
Southern Surety Company, 200 N. W. Rep. 
770, decided “where contract for construction 
of building in connection with normal school 
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required contractor to maintain liability in- 
surance in accordance with St. 1923 Section 
3327-A, and bond guaranteed that principal 
would satisfy all claims and demands incur- 
red under the contract, that premium for 
liability insurance was a claim for which 
surety was liable.” 

In this case it is well to note, however, 
that the bond in question guaranteed not that 
the contractor and surety would pay all 
claims for labor and material furnished but 
also guaranteed the principal would satisfy 
“all claims and demands incurred under the 
contract.” 

The same Court in 1925 had occasion to 
again pass upon this question in the case of 
Southern Surety Company v. Metropolitan 
Sewage Commission, et al, 201 N. W. 980, 
but denied recovery. 


In its opinion the Court stated “the claim- 
ant, Wisconsin Life Insurance Company, was 
allowed $2788.04 due it from the contractor 
on account of premiums for insurance under 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act. The 
contractor and the plaintiff surety agreed, 
under the express language of the particular 
contract, to assume the burden of carrying 
this form of compensation and liability in- 
surance, and incurred liability in this undis- 
puted amount to this claimant in so doing. 


The Surety, however, did not agree to as- 
sume or pay any incurred liability in that 
regard. We think that this item is not one 
for work, labor or materials within the pur- 
view of Section 3327-A.” Such was the rule 
under a similar statute in Bay State Dredg- 
ing Company v. W. H. Ellis & Sons Com- 
pany (supra) and which we prefer to follow 
rather than the case contra, cited by the 
claimant Crowell Lumber & Grain Company 
v. Ryan Company (Neb.) 193 N. W. Rep. 
609. 

Neither can the claim be upheld under 
the recent decision in Building Contractors 
Limited Mutual Liability Insurance Company 
v. Southern Surety Company (supra). There 
an obligation for such premium was upheld 
against the surety under a bond executed, it 
is true, in compliance with this same statute 
(Section 3327-A) for public works, but with 
express terms and conditions which were in 
excess of and beyond the statutory require- 
ments, upon which terms and conditions the 
case was decided. That a bond given under 
such a statute may, by its provisions create 
a much broader obligation against the surety 
than that provided by the statute is well il- 
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lustrated in Harmon v. Reamer (Minn.) 200 
N. W. 839.” 

The Appellate Court of Indiana in 1929 in 
the case of Southern Surety Company v. State 
ex rel Travelers Insurance Company, 165 N. 
E. Rep. 444, held that surety on bonds cover- 
ing two contracts for the construction of two 
highways was not liable for the proportionate 
part of premiums due on insurance policies 
covering compensation liability to employees 
and general liability to public in their con- 
struction work in carrying out the road con- 
tracts they had in Indiana and another State, 
since such claim did not constitute a debt 
contracted in prosecution of the work in 
building roads. 

The Court said in its opinion “the claim 
here involved did not sustain an intimate, 
immediate and exclusive relation to the work 
so as to make it a debt incurred in the 
prosecution of the work.” 


In 1931 the Supreme Court of Wisconsin 
once more had occasion to pass upon this 
question in the case of Employers Mutual 
Liability Insurance Company v. Ferd H. 
Grahl Construction Company, 234 N. W. 
Rep. 326, and it was held that a highway 
contractor’s surety was not liable for unpaid 
premiums on workmen’s compensation insur- 
ance as “claims for work or labor performed 
or materials furnished for or in or about or 
under such contract.” 

In this case the bond bound the contrac- 
tor and surety “for all terms of contract and 
payment to every person or party entitled 
thereto of all claims for work or labor per- 
formed or materials furnished for, or in or 
about or under such contract, and to dis- 
charge all liabilities for injuries incurred in 
such construction.” 

The same controversy was involved in a 
case instituted in the Supreme Court of 
Arkansas in 1933 by the New Amsterdam 
Casualty Company v. Detroit Fidelity & 
Surety Company and reported in 58 S. W. 
(2nd) 418, wherein it was decided “State 
Highway Contractor’s Bond HELD not to 
cover premiums on liability insurance policies 
issued to contractors.” 

The bond bound contractors to perform all 
labor and furnish all materials specified in 
contract, plans and specifications, indemnify 
State Highway Commission against loss or 
damage from negligence of contractor, his 
agents and employees, and pay all bills for 
material, labor and supplies incident to work.” 

In the District Court for the Western Dis- 
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trict of Louisiana in 1935 in the case of U. 
S. ex rel Southern G. & F. Company v. Lan- 
dis & Young, 16 Fed. Supp. 832, “Employ- 
ers Liability Insurer HELD not entitled to 
recover on federal building contractor’s bond 
for premiums upon policy on theory that 
furnishing of medical and hospital treatment 
to contractor’s employees constituted ‘labor 
furnished in the construction of the work 
within the statute’.” 

The Supreme Court of Maine in 1936 in 
the case of McFarland, City Treasurer v. 
Rogers, et al, 184 Atl. Rep. (Me.) 391, hand- 
ed down a decision which held the contrac- 
tor’s surety liable but this decision was based 
upon the wording of the bond and the con- 
tract itself. 

The condition of the bond was that the 
contractor would “faithfully perform the con- 
tract on his part and satisfy all claims and 
demands incurred for the same, and shall 
pay all bills for labor and equipment and 
all materials except pipe and all other things 
contracted for, or used by him in connection 
with the work contemplated by such con- 
tract.” 

In holding the surety liable the Court 
drew a distinction between the ordinary con- 
tract bond which simply obligated the surety 
to pay claims for labor and material furnish- 
ed and the bond in question, stating “in the 
instant case the language of the bond is very 
broad. Under it the contractor is obligated 
to ‘faithfully perform the contract on his 
part and satisfy all claims and demands in- 
curred for the same.’ 

The requirement of insurance was specifi- 
cally called for by the contract with which 
we are concerned; the insurance was issued 
to comply with its terms; the premiums, 
therefore, represented a claim incurred in the 
performance of the contract.” 


Probably the strongest case relied upon by 
claimants against a surety company to re- 
cover for premiums alleged to be due on 
workmen’s compensation or public liability 
policies is that of the United States to the 
use of Watsabaugh & Company, et al v. Sea- 
board Casualty Company, et al, decided by 
the District Court for the District of Mon- 
tana in 1938 and reported in 26 Fed. Supp. 
681. 

In ithat case the District Court in an 
opinion of some eight or ten pages in length 
reasoned that “the necessary cost of provid- 
ing workmen’s compensation insurance for 
the protection of laborers employed by them 
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to do the work that they were required to 
do under the terms and provisions of the 
agreement between A. M. Lundberg and 
Watsabaugh & Company should be charged 
against the latter.” 

The Watsabaugh Company were sub-con- 
tractors of the general contractor, A. M. 
Lundberg and sued the Seaboard Surety Com- 
pany, who were carrying the general con- 
tractor’s bond, for the amount expended by 
them (Watsabaugh & Company) for provid- 
ing workmen’s compensation insurance for 
the protection of laborers employed by them. 

What these claimants overlook, however, 
is that the holding in this case was com- 
pletely refuted in a more recent case decided 
in 1940 by the District Court for the South- 
ern District of New York, the case being U. 
S. for use of New York Casualty Company 
v. Standard Surety & Casualty Company, 32 
Fed. Supp. 836. 

To quote from the opinion of Hulbert, Dis- 
trict Judge: “In United States for the use 
of Sloan v. Rego Building Corporation, et al 
(affirmed the appeal without opinion 2nd 
Circuit 87 Fed. (2nd) 1021), my colleague, 
Judge Cox, said ‘I think it is too plain for 
argument that insurance premiums on work- 
men’s compensation and employer’s liability 
policies are not within the protection of the 
Heard Act—’. Thesé premiums are not labor 
and materials and only persons who have 
furnished labor or materials are entitled to 
intervene. The motion to intervene is de- 
nied. 

I regard this as conclusive in my disposi- 
tion of the motions before me, notwithstand- 
ing the persuasive argument of counsel based 
upon the decision of Judge Baldwin in Unit- 
ed States to the use of Watsabaugh v. Sea- 
board Surety Company et al, D. C. Mont. 
Butte Division, 26 Fed. Supp. 681. Plain- 
tiff’s motion for summary judgment is de- 
nied and defendant’s motion to dismiss com- 
plaint granted. SUBMIT ORDER.” 


The Appellate Division, Fourth Depart- 
ment of New York State in 1938 had oc- 
casion to pass upon a “City of Buffalo con- 
tract and bond” and in the case of Merchants 
Mutual Casualty Company v. U.S. F. & G. 
Company, 2 N. Y. Supp. (2nd), 380 held 
“Under contractor’s surety bond which was 
given to the City and which provided ‘third 
persons having just claims arising out of or 
in connection with the execution of the con- 
tract may maintain an action to recover for 
the same against the obligors in this bond. 
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Insurance company was entitled to recover 
premiums due it for compensation and liabil- 
ity insurance furnished contractor which had 
been adjudged bankrupt.” 

The bond in this case in addition to the 
usual covenants as to faithful performance 
and payment of labor and material claims, 
agreed the contractor would “pay all lawful 
claims of sub-contractors, materialmen or 
third persons arising out of or in connection 
with said contract on the work performed 
hereunder.” 

In spite of the cases of McFarland vs. 
Rogers, (supra) Merchants Mutual Casualty 
Company v. U. S. F. & G. (supra) and Build- 
ing Contractors Limited Mutual Insurance 
Company v. Southern Surety Company 
(supra), all of which involved bonds guar- 
anteeing the surety would in addition to the 
payment of labor and material bills assume 
all obligations incurred by the contractor in 
connection with, or in the performance of, 
the work, the Supreme Court of Kansas in 
1939 in the case of Lumbermens Mutual 
Casualty Company v. Underhill, 88 Pac. 
(2nd) 1107, took a different view of such 
a bond. 

In that case it was held that the surety 
upon a bond given for the faithful perform- 
ance of an agreement with a State for the 
construction of a stadium was not liable for 
premiums upon a policy of liability insurance 
pertaining to workmen’s compensation, pub- 
lic liability and property damage, even 
though under Federal Agreement Regula- 
tions, made a part of the agreement with the 
State, the contractor was required to “take 
out and maintain” the insurance, and al- 
though the construction agreement, consid- 
ered with the surety contract by the Court 
in determining the surety’s liability for in- 
surance premiums, required the contractor to 
give bond “covering the faithful performance 
of the contract and the payment of all obli- 
gations arising thereunder,’ and required 
that “before issuance of the final certificate 
the contractors shall submit evidence satis- 
factory to the architects that all payrolls, ma- 
terial bills and other indebtedness connected 
with the work have been paid.” 

The Court said that “Looking to the face 
of the bond, the contract and the documents 
attached, it could find no express obligation 
for the payment of insurance premiums, nor 
any provision which by reasonable inference 
included the premiums on the policy issued 
to the contractor.”

Two cases remain to be considered, both 
of which were decided by Appellate Courts 
during the past twelve months. 

The first is that of Anderson et al v. U. S. 
F. & G. Company, decided by the Supreme 
Court of N. Mex. on August 5, 1940, and re- 
ported in 44 N. Mex. 483; 104 Pac. (2nd) 
906. 

In this case the contract obligated the 
contractor to “maintain” workmen’s compen- 
sation and public liability insurance and the 
insurance company furnishing this insurance, 
but whose premium had not been paid, sought 
to recover from the contractor’s surety on 
the theory that these premiums should be 
classed as “supplies” since said insurance was 
called for in the contract to be maintained. 

The Supreme Court of New Mexico, how- 
ever, denied recovery and stated while the 
bond given was conditioned on payment of 
all just claims for labor performed and ma- 
terials and supplies furnished, the Court could 
not construe premiums due on workmen’s 
compensation and public liability insurance 
policies as “supplies.” 

In its opinion the Court said, among other 
things, “Appellant’s position rests primarily 
on two cases, Merchants Mutual Casualty 
Company v. U. S. F. & G. Company, 253 
Appellate Div. 151; 2 N. Y. Supp. (2nd) 
372, and McFarland vs. Rogers, 134 Me. 
228; 184 Atl. 391, both of which held in- 
surance premiums covered by the faithful 
performance bond, but both of which are dis- 
tinguishable. 

The bond in the former case provided, . . . 
inter alia, . . . ‘shall well and truly pay all 
lawful claims of subcontractors, materialmen 
or other third persons arising out of or in 
connection with said contract.’ The bond 
in the latter case reads in part as follows ‘If 
the principal designated as the contractor . . . 
shall faithfully perform the contract on his 
part and satisfy all claims and demands in- 
curred for the same and shall pay all bills 
for labor, equipment and materials, except 
pipe, and for all other things contracted for 
or used by him in connection with the work 
contemplated by said contract... .’ 

We feel that the language of this bond is 
such that coverage must be found in the 
word ‘supplies’ if at all, and that neither of 
the appellants’ cases is, therefore, decisive, 
if indeed they may be very persuasive.” 

The last case which I have seen reported 
is that of the Hartford Accident & Indemnity 
Company v. Hewes, et al, decided by the 
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Supreme Court of Mississippi on December 
9, 1940 and is to be found in 199 So. Rep. 
Page 93. 

Recovery was sought from the surety on 
a sub-contractor’s bond, which sub-contract 
provided the sub-contractor would fulfill all 
agreements of the general contractor includ- 
ing the carrying of public and employer’s 
liability policies. The sub-contractor car- 
ried the policies but did not pay the 
premiums and suit was brought against his 
surety on the theory that the act of the sub- 
contractor in obtaining insurance served to 
enable the work to begin and hence, his sure- 
ty was benefited by such compliance and al- 
though the insurance carrier was a third per- 
son it could maintain an action on the con- 
tract because the sub-contractor’s surety re- 
ceived the benefit by reason of the execution 
of said insurance policies. 

Recovery was also sought on the theory 
that the sub-contract provided the sub-con- 
tractor should “carry” liability insurance and 
this implied an obligation on the part of the 
sub-contractor’s surety to pay the premiums 
therefor. 

The Supreme Court of Mississippi, how- 
ever, denied both contentions and refused to 
hold the surety liable. 


In regard to the first claim as to the bene- 
fit received by the sub-contractor’s surety 
the Court said “A third person cannot main- 
tain an action on contract merely because he 
would receive a benefit from its performance 
or because he is injured by breach thereof, 
but in order to do so, provision sought to be 
invoked must have been inserted in contract 
directly and primarily for his benefit.” 


In regard to the contention that the word 
“carry” implied promise to pay premiums on 
the insurance, the Court said “The proper 
construction of the ‘performance bond’ which 
obligated the sub-contractor to ‘carry’ liabil- 
ity insurance does not: rest upon distinction 
between the word ‘furnish’, meaning to pro- 
vide or supply, and the word ‘carry’ which 
has been defined to mean ‘to bear the ex- 
pense of’ and also to ‘keep in force’, but 
rather the legal test by which the liability of 
the appellant surety is to be measured, is 
whether or not the requirement of carrying 
the liability insurance was intended primarily 
for the direct benefit only of the public and 
the employees of the sub-contractor, and in 
relation to which the insurance agencies were 
merely incidental beneficiaries.” 
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Later the Court said in the opinion “.. . 
we are of the opinion that the protection in- 
tended to be guaranteed to the public and to 
the employees of the sub-contractor was fully 
complied with in so far as the interest of 
these designated beneficiaries was concerned 
when the sub-contractor ‘carried’ the liability 
insurance in full force and effect during the 
progress and until the completion of the 
work; that the insurance agencies, supplying 
the liability insurance and crediting the sub- 
contractor for the premiums, are what might 
be termed incidental beneficiaries of the re- 
quirement contained in the sub-contract and 
bond for the carrying of such insurance, and 
that the sub-contractor only would be liable 
for the payment of such premiums.” 


From a review of the above cases it would 
appear clear that the ordinary contractor’s 
bond conditioned merely upon the faithful 
performance of the principal’s contract and 
for the payment of all labor and materials 
used thereon and containing no specific obli- 
gation to pay all claims or debts incurred in 
connection with or arising out of the per- 
formance of the contract, does not cover un- 
paid premiums for workmen’s compensation, 
public liability and property damage insur- 
ance, 


The exception to this rule, by which a 
recovery might be possible, is where the bond 
itself, in addition to calling for faithful per- 
formance of the contract and for payment of 
labor and material bills, goes further and 
obligates the surety to pay all debts con- 
tracted for by the contractor in connection 
with or arising out of the prosecution of the 
work, 


Even in such a case, however, where the 
bond is broader than the usual faithful per- 
formance and payment of labor and material 
bond, recovery is not certain as it will be 
noted the Supreme Court of Kansas in the 
case of Lumbermens Mutual Casualty Com- 
pany v. Underhill (supra) denied recovery 
on an extremely broad form of bond. 


It is, therefore, the opinion of the writer 
that Surety Companies who have executed 
bonds for contractors are justified, except in 
rare and exceptional cases, in denying liabil- 
ity for unpaid insurance premiums on work- 
men’s compensation and _ public liability 
policies written for their principals. 
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Julia Obartuch vs. Security Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of Binghamton, N. Y.

HE above case was discussed from the 

standpoint of the questions of fact in- 
volved under the heading “‘Liability of a Life 
Insurance Company to the Named Insured, 
Where Another Person was Substituted for 
the Medical Examination”, in an article ap- 
pearing in the Insurance Counsel Journal for 
July, 1939, Vol. 6, No. 3. 


In that article it was pointed out that the 
decision of the District Court of the United 
States by Judge Phillip L. Sullivan of Chica- 
go, was quite interesting because of the fact 
that five witnesses had testified they were 
present at the time of the medical examination 
and that the named insured, Frank Obartuch, 
was actually the person examined. WNatur- 
ally, the only person present on behalf of the 
insurance company was its doctor, who on 
the trial examined a photograph of the real 
Frank Obartuch and stated that this was not 
the man he had examined. The only other 
positive and direct evidence was contained in 
the doctor’s medical report, Part III of the 
application; the description therein did not 
accord with the measurements of the real 
Frank Obartuch. 

A great deal of other circumstantial evi- 
dence was introduced, which is discussed at 
some length in the article mentioned. As it 
turned out, the trial judge apparently felt 
that these numerous witnesses who testified 
they were present. if present at all, were 
there to bear false witness, so that their 
very number had some weight against them. 


The decision of the District Court was af- 
firmed; thereafter a petition for rehearing 
was filed, a re-argument was ordered, the 
case was re-argued with additional briefs filed, 
and the case again affirmed with an addi- 
tional opinion, Judge Treanor dissenting from 
the additional opinion. These opinions are 
reported in 114 Fed. 2d 873. Then a petition 
for certiorari was filed in the Supreme Court 
of the United States, which was denied on 
March 25, 1941, and a petition for rehearing 
was filed in the Supreme Court which was de- 
nied March 31, 1941, so that apparently the 
opinions of the Circuit Court of Appeals are 
final. I say this with the reservation of “ap- 
parently” because there was a second petition 


for rehearing in the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which the Court allowed to be filed and 
promptly denied. 

First, let us refer to the facts found by the 
District Court which were never directly at- 
tacked in the Circuit Court of Appeals. which 
were briefly as follows: 

That Frank Obartuch was not the person 
examined; that if he signed the application 
and other papers, he did so without knowing 
the contents thereof, and without the intention 
of obtaining insurance; that he did not de- 
sire to take out insurance; that the policies of 
insurance were obtained by the sons of Frank 
Obartuch and the plaintiff (his wife) with- 
out the knowledge or consent of Frank Obar- 
tuch, who died without knowledge that said 
insurance policies purporting to insure his 
life had been issued. 

Further, that the defendant company in- 
tended to insure and did insure the life of the 
person who was examined by its doctor, and 
did not intend to insure, nor did it insure the 
life of Frank Obartuch; that the plaintiff, 
her sons and daughter, knew that the man 
examined was not Frank Obartuch; that Dr. 
Rubens, the medical examiner of the defend- 
ant, did not know that the person examined 
by him was not in fact Frank Obartuch nor 
did the defendant company at the time it 
issued the policies in suit know that the per- 
son examined by its medical examiner was 
not in fact Frank Obartuch; that the plain- 
tiff, her sons and daughter, obtained the poli- 
cies in suit by the substitution of a person 
other than Frank Obartuch, which person 
submitted to the medical examination of the 
defendant’s doctor without the knowledge or 
consent of Frank Obartuch. 

In the Circuit Court of Appeals new coun- 
sel for the plaintiff argued that it had not 
been denied in the lower court that the signa- 
ture to the application was actually that of 
Frank Obartuch and that this signature made 
a written contract between Frank Obartuch 
and the insurance company, which distin- 
guished it from all of the preceding cases, in 
none of which did it appear that the named 
insured had signed the application; rather, 
that the application had been signed by the 
person actually examined. 
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The Circuit Court of Appeals held that 
there was no contract with Frank Obartuch, 
even though he signed, if he did not knowing- 
ly sign and was not the person examined; 
that the insurance company’s only contract 
was with the man who took the examination. 
Since there was no contract with the named 
insured, Frank Obartuch, there was no in- 
contestable clause to apply. 

The authorities preceding the Obartuch 
case are cited and discussed in the opinions, 
so that they will not be repeated here. Only 
one authority in Illinois was found, Char- 
bonnier v. Chicago Nat’l Life Ins. Co., 266 
Till. App. 412, where there was a substitution 
at the examination, but the man substituted 
signed the application rather than the named 
insured, so that the Obartuch case is the 
only one in the books where it appeared the 
named insured had signed the application,— 
although without knowledge or intention to 
effect an insurance contract. 

It was also contended that the insurance 
company was conclusively bound by the signa- 
ture of its medical examiner to Part II “Ques- 
tions of the Medical Examiner and Answers 
Thereto,” as follows: 


“T declare that I saw the applicant at- 
tach his signature to this application, and 
that the applicant reviewed with me the 
above agreement and answers to the ques- 
tions (all of which were written in in ink) 
before he signed the same.” 


The doctor’s testimony was objected to at 
the trial, when he said that Frank Obartuch 
did not sign in his presence, upon the ground 
that his testimony violated the Parol Evidence 
Rule. This point was not stressed at the 
trial, but was urged at great length in the 
Appellate Courts. 

The first opinion of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals held, upon the facts, that the defend- 
ant did not waive its denial that Frank Obar- 
tuch had knowingly signed, but merely as- 
sumed that it was his signature, for the pur- 
pose of the argument. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals in its first 
opinion, overruled the contention as to the 
violation of the Parol Evidence Rule by citing 
and relying upon the exception to the Parol 
Evidence Rule that parol testimony may be 
introduced where the defendant seeks to im- 
peach a written contract for fraud. The lead- 
ing cases upon the subject are cited in the 
opinion. 

In the petition for rehearing plaintiff cited 
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New York Life Insurance Co. v. Stewart, 69 
F, (2d) 957, and Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. v. Alterovitz, 214 Ind. 186, where it was 
directly held that the plaintiff could not prove 
that the insured had made false statements 
by the testimony of the insurance company’s 
doctor that there were false statements of 
which he knew. These decisions were based 
upon the fact that the insured could not hold 
the policy delivered to him without becoming 
chargeable with knowledge of its contents, 
by reason of the estoppel arising therefrom. 
The plaintiff in the Obartuch case contended 
that this estoppel was mutual, and that, if 
the plaintiff could not attack the doctor’s 
signature by parol evidence, the defendant in 
the Obartuch case could not do so. 

The authorities rejecting this contention 
are sufficiently cited in the second opinion on 
the rehearing; the Court held that if the de- 
fendant and its doctor were free from fraud, 
no estoppel would arise; that even if the doc- 
tor was a party to the fraud, his knowledge 
would not be imputed to the Company, be- 
cause his act was against the principal’s inte- 
rest. 

There are some additional reasons and au- 
thorities for holding that the testimony of 
the doctor is admissible which are not cited 
in the opinions of the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, although they were presented in our 
brief; that Dr. Rubens’ signature was attached 
merely as a testimonial and that an attesting 
witness may always impeach his attestation. 
See:

We also contended that Obartuch’s signa- 
ture was immaterial since a paper which is 
not signed knowingly, with understanding as 
to its contents, is void and is disregarded 
everywhere.

Also the very interesting case of Railway 
Company v. Rock, 279 U. S. 410, 73 L. E. 
766. ‘This was not an insurance case but it 
was we think quite helpful. Rock obtained 
employment with the railway company by 
using a false name and having another man 
take the physical examination, because he 
knew he could not pass the examination and 
had been previously rejected. 

Rock actually worked for the railroad com- 
pany and sustained personal injuries, for 
which he sued under the Federal Employers’ 
Liability Act. The Supreme Court of the 
United States held that it would be contrary 
to public policy to permit him to recover, 
where he had obtained his employment by 
fraudulent representations. 

The Illinois statutes making it a crime “to 
cause any person to be insured under an as- 
sumed name” and other applicable provisions 
such as the “confidence game” statutes and 
obtaining money under false pretenses were 
called to the attention of the court, together 
with the rule that a contract obtained by 
criminal means is contrary to public policy 
and therefore void. 17 C. J. Sec. 272, p. 656. 

There was considerable argument made by 
the plaintiff as to the danger of allowing the 
defense of substitution, if the medical ex- 
aminer could repudiate his signature, it being 
suggested that this would open the door to 
fraud upon the part of insurance companies. 


We answered that it would be impossible 
to prove substitution in an honest case, that 
it was difficult enough to prove in this dis- 
honest case. We pointed out that the medi- 
cal examiner at the time of making the ex- 
amination would have no reason for mis- 
describing the applicant, whereas in the Obar- 
tuch case the description did not fit Obartuch; 
that in the honest case it would not be dif- 
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ficult to prove that the insured knew of the 
insurance and paid the premiums, whereas 
in this case it appeared that he never knew 
of the insurance and the payments were made 
by his sons, one of whom incidentally was an 
attorney; also it may be mentioned that one 
of the other five witnesses referred to in the 
beginning of this article was also an attorney. 
The facts have been presented to the Chicago 
Bar Association for appropriate action. 

There were a number of other arguments 
in this connection, but as suggested before, 
the honest case will take care of itself. 

The importance of the decision is readily 
apparent,—that the force of a medical ex- 
aminer’s certificate may be overcome by parol 
testimony in case of fraud; that regardless 
of whether the named insured signed the ap- 
plication, a contract is void if there was a 
fraudulent substitution. I have not under- 
taken any extended search of the subject, but 
so far as I know this is the only defense 
which may be raised after the period of in- 
contestability has passed; all other varieties 
of fraud seem to have been taken away by 
the incontestable clause. I have some doubt 
in mind as to whether or not a policy would 
be valid if it was taken out without the 
knowledge of the named insured, even though 
he took the examination, because of the rule 
of public policy above stated and the au- 
thorities cited. Such cases will seldom arise, 
probably only in the case of persons ignorant 
of our language or very ignorant persons. The 
substitution of a person at the medical exami- 
nation is much more to be feared as a ground 
upon which warped minds may work to per- 
petrate fraud. 

I have found five cases of substitution at 
the medical examination, where the incon- 
testable clause was not involved, because the 
decisions were apparently prior to the uni- 
versal adoption of this clause, three in con- 
tinental United States, one in Puerto Rico and 
one in the Philippines.
